JUBILEE'DINNER^ 


Washington, Nov. 30.—Russia is unwill- 
ing to Join tho powern In a .second peace 
conference at Tho jiaguo until her war 
with the Japane.se 1« ended. The Russian 
reply to Secretary J lay's circular note wa.s 
delivered verbally to day by Ambaf.sador 
Ca.«iHinln. The ambaw.sador wa.s requested 
by'hiH government to xiiy Ru.ssla heartily 
accepted in principle the Invitation to a 
aecçnd 
conference 
at 
The 
Hagne 
and 
ijladly associated herself with the Ameri- 
can governmenl in H.-i effort to complete 
the mission of the first great assembly 
convened under the leadership of the Rus- 
sian emperor, but that while the Russian 
government very sincerely cherished these 
views it did not consider the moment op- 
portune for convening of such conference 
and It therefore must withhold its formal 
ucceplnnce of tlie Invitation until the war 
In tlie far east is lit an end. 


Secretary Hay and Count Cassinl were 
In conference nearly an hour.

Hay thankixl the amba,s.sador for the cor- 
diality with which declaration of Russia's 
adherence in prlncl^|e to the proposition 
had been conveyed %) the American gov- 
ernment and assured him lie would forth- 
v,-lth transmit the reply to the president. 


Although different In form, the Russian 
revjly does not differ in effect from that of 
other European powers, practically all of 
which already have answered the Invita- 
tion. 
While Russia is the first power 
specifically to suggest postponement until 
close of the war. all the powers reserved 
for future pourparlers the time when the 
conference should be hold. 
It can 
be 
stated 
this government is well pleased 
with the reception its note has received. 


: Tho powers have been officially committed 
to a second conference at some future 
time. 


In diplomatic circles news of Russia's 
conditional reply
